A Reno Boy Shot 


While Hunting. 


The Right Lung Pierced 


by the Heavy 


. Charge. 


A sad and fatal accident occurred 


Sunday morning about U o'clock. Or- 
rel» M. Wheeler, son of Mrs, B. 
L>. 


Drappo and a grandson of Mr. and 
Mrs. B. W. Taylor; sustained Injuries ' 
•vhlch resulted in death. 


In company with Frank Menettl and 


Glenn Pike he started on. a hunting 
expedition. When the heat of the sun 
began to affect the hunting party they 
came down to the town ditch. It WM 
carried by a flume at that point and 
the Wheeler'boy climbed up to drink. 
His gun was left leaning against the 
flume. In climbing down he used the 
gun an a support. In some unaccount- 
able manner It was discharged and he 
received the charge under his right 
armpit. The barrel was charged with 
a shell loaded with an ounce of No. 7 shot, 
and propelled with three and a quarter 
drachms of black powder. The charge 
tore a terrible hole In the boy's side 
and oayetrated the upper portion of his 
right lung. 


The lad was game and stood erect af- 


ter receiving the fatal wound.

of his companions hurried down to 
the Capurro ranch for a conveyance, 
and In the meantime 'Wheeler yalked a 
mile down the mountain to meet the 
team. 


The physicians who were called to 


attend him noted that his respiration 
was nearly one a second ana realize* 
that the Injury to the lung) was too ser- 
ious to remove the wads and shot and 
they were not probed for.
